GERMAN SHIP SUDSIDIES. 

The rapid development of German 

shipping, also, gives rise to interest in

mn and Australia. In 1889 this was 
creased to $1,320,420 for inereased 
service. sums are given for carrv- 
ing the meil; but the purpose, as is 
quite generally understood, is politica!

In short. the ad- 
mitted sunreriority of German tron and 
steel industries is grounded on general 
conditions which are also aiding the 
bullding of steamships. 
FRENCH CONSTRUCTION AND 
NAVIGATION BOUNTIES. 
Perheps the experience of France 
with subsidies is more convincing than 
that of any other State. The distine- 
tion between aids to shipbuilding and 
to ship sailine should be kept clear. 
The former make the origina! outlay 
for shipe less, while the latter affect 
the ability ~f the lines to earn profits. 
In 1881 France established a combined 
system of construction and navigation 
bounties. The former were paid to the 
ship-bulilders partly in return for cus- 
duties levied by 


the enhanced qost of ships, the naviga- 
tion bounties were established for ves- 
sels bullt in France. These sums, how- 
ever, do not go necessarily to the same 
persons who build the ships. but to 
those who sail them. However, “~~.

The Council asked the company to ex- 
piain its peculiar action in laying track 
at night, and last Monday Attorney 
Dunn appeared for the company and 
stated that the track was laid under 
franchises possessed by the corpora- 
tion. The track, he said, is to be used 
for switching cars at the depot and is 
a “spur” and not a*main track. Great 
public necessity exists for this ex- 
tra track, in the opinion of the street 
car company. ~~ 

At first the Santa Fé officials ob- 
jected to the extra track in front of 
the depot, but they were induced to 
withdraw their objections in a signed 
communication to the Council. Other 
people have not withdrawn their pro- 
tests, and the Council now proposes 
to see whether the street car comparly 
can do as it pleases with the streets. 

“Billy” Dunn, who was educated in 
the school estabfshed by the late “Un- 
cle Collis” for attorneys of the “Fs- 
pee,” seems to be pursuing the same 
tactics that formerly characterized 
that company, of which the Los An- 
geles Railway Company is a spawn. 

The franchise referred to was granted 
for the operation of a horse car line 
which suspended operations about four 
years ago.
